S.R.O. 24 /58/W.T./A.D.M.— Whereas li notice of certain 
draft notification for imposing Water Tax on all lands and 
buildings situated within the limits of Cantonment of Rani- 
khet was published by affixing a copy thereof in a conspi- 
cuous part of the office ol the Cantonment Board, Ranikhet, 
on the 18th June, 1976, as required by Section 6.1, read 
with Section 255, ol the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), 
inviting objections and suggestions from all persons likely 
to be nllectcd thereby, till the expiry of a period of thirty 
days from the publication ol the said notice; 

And whereas no objections or suggestions were received 
from the public; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
Section 60 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924) and 
in supersession of the notification of the Government of 
India in the Ministry of Defence No. SRO 166 dated the 
24th April, 1954 the Cantonment Board, Ranikhet, with the 
previous sanction of Central Government, here by imposes 
a tax, to be known as the Water Tax, on all lands and 
buildings situated within tho limit of Ranikhet Cantonment 
at the rate of 10 per cent of their annual rental value, where 
there is a water stand post within 610 Meters from the 
nearest part of the boundary of such building or land or 
where Water is laid to any building or land; 

Provided that the said Water Tax shall not be levied on 
any building which is owned or leased by the Central Gov- 
ernment for the use of Defence Services and buildings 
occupied by persons — 

(i) Who are shown in para 25 of the Army Regula- 
tions Indian (Quarters and Rents), for the time 
being in force, as entitled to a free supply of water 
for domestic and sanitary purposes at the expense 
of the State; 

(ii) paid from Defence Service Estimates occupying 
buildings belonging to or leased by the Central 
Government for the use of tho Defence Services 
and receiving through a metered connection a 
supply of water for domestic and sanitary purposes 
from the Military Engineer Services at such rate as 
may be prescribed from time to time by or under 
the Defence Service Regulations.

F Short title and commencement, — 

( 1 ) These regulations may be called the Employees’

1977. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number, classification and scale of pay . — -The number 
of the said posts, their classification and the scale of pay 
attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of 
the Schedule annexed to these regulations. 

3. Method of recruitment, ape limit, qualifications etc.— 
The method of recruitment to the said post, age limit, quail- 
cations and other matters connected therewith, shall be as 
specified in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule. 

4. Disqualification — No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts: 

Provided that the Director General of the Corporation 
may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the 
personal law applicable to such person and the other party 
to the marriage and that there arc other grounds for so 
doing, exempt any person from the operation of this regu- 
lation. 

5. Power to relax. — Where the Standing Committee of the 
Corporation is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so 
to do, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in writ- 
ing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Com- 
mission relax any of the provisions of these regulations with 
respect to any class or category of persons. 

6. Residuary matters. — Subject to the provisions of these 
regulations, all regulations and instructions applicable to the 
corresponding category of posts in the Corporation shall 
apply to the posts specified in the Schedule annexed to these 
regulations. 

7. Savings. — Nothing in these regulations shall affect re- 
servations and other concessions required to be provided for 
the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special 
categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued 
by the Central Government from time to time in this regard.

— The Employees’ State In- 
surance Corporation at its meeting held on 23-2-1977 passed 
the following Resolution, which is published for information 
of all concerned : — 

RESOLUTION 

4 la pursuance of the provisions contained in section 19 
of the Employees’ State Insurance Act, 1948 read with 
Rule 23(A) of the Employees’ State Insurance (Central) 
Rules 1950, the Employees’ State Insurance Corpora- 
tion hereby resolves that all such insured persons who 
have undergone or may undergo sterilisation operations 
for family planning during the period 1-8-76 to 31-3-77 
but who are not eligible for enhanced sickness benefit 
for family planning under the resolution of the Corpo- 
ration passed at its meeting held on 16-7-76, may be 
paid the following lump-shm amount as family plan- 
ning incentive : 

Rs. 50 A for Vasectomy operation 
Rs. 100A for Tubectorriy operation. 

The expenditure on the above lump-sum payments will 
be limited within the limit of expenditure specified in 
Rule 23(A) of the Employees* State Insurance (Cent- 
ral) Rules/* 

No. N.12(13)-2/76-(P&D). — In exercise of the powers 
conferred by Section 97 of the Employees* State Insurance 
Act, 1948 (34 of 1948), the Employees’ State Insurance 
Corporation hereby makes the following regulations further
